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DETAILED ACTION 

An examination of this application reveals that applicant Is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in 
this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention 
disclosed.

Specification 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because of the phrase 
"compromising" on page 5 line 3 appears misspelled and should be replaced by 
"comprising". 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 
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The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat infonnation 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, 'The 
disclosure concerns," 'The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
on page 2 line 1 the phrase "compromising" appears misspelled and should be replaced 
by "comprising". Also on page 2 line 16, there is grammatically incorrect statement 
"assembly view the of the". It can be corrected by removing the word "the" after "view". 

Claim Objections 

Claim 1 is objected to because of the following infomnalities: 
The claimed "connects", claim 1 line 4 is unclear. Claim 1 line 10, the phrase 
"batteries" is grammatically incorrect. 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the 
manner and process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact 
terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the 
best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 1, 2, and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim contains subject matter, 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. Claim 1 line 5, applicant claims "handsfree 
circuitry" but the specification fails to disclose circuitry necessary to provide handsfree 
operation of PDA's or handheld games. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out 

and distinctly claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his 

invention. 
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Claims 1-3 are rejected under U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being identified 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1 , the claimed " a plug-in slot is on said converter base for said 
charging circuitry to fit in ands connect to said backup battery charging body, the 
batteries connects to the circuit inside said pedestal through said charging circuitry and 
a conductor slice" renders the claim indefinite. 

The claim limitations quoted above are functional limitations setting forth what 
applicant intends for the invention to do. These limitations fail to define the structure that 
comprises applicant's invention. 

Regarding claim 3, lines 2 and 3, the claimed "different specifications base on the 
physical sizes, formats and voltages for the different batteries to plug in" renders the 
claim indefinite.
